The dispute between Austria-Hungary 


and Servi% arising out. of the Balkan 
war, which has threatened a general 
European conflict, will ITave beeifsteered 
into a safe channel and the. peace of 
Europe will be maintained .if, as an- 
nounced today; Servia has definitely de- 
cided to leave her case in the hands of 
the great powers.

of Austria-Hungary, 
the proposal of 


Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
secretary, to call a meeting of am- 
bassadorial clearing house has received, 
practically unanimous welcome.

seems to be a general disposition today

Carrying Gossip as a Duty 


If it does nothing else, the distressing case at Logans- 


port, in which a bride of twenty-four hours shot and killed 
a woman who, as a guest at her wedding, had criticised 
her appearance and her character, illuminates again the 
results of the peddling of gossip under a wholly mistaken 
conception of'friendship and loyalty when no possible- 
good purpose can be served and only trouble result. As 
the story is told in the dispatches, the guest, prompted by 
a motive that is difficult to understand or explain, re- 
marked to those about her at the ceremony that the bride 
'was old and ugly and that the husband would surely re- 
pent his choice. It must be admitted that this is hardly 
the sort of comment one might be led to expect on an oc- 
casion of this character, and entirely aside from the ques- 
tion of the integrity of the statements, they were mani- 
festly unkind and uncalled-for. But it might have ended 
there.and have been quickly forgotten had not another 
woman become possessed of the idea that loyalty to the 
b:rjde demanded that she at once carry to the newly- 
made wife the slanderous remarks which had been made 
/about her. In the fury of her anger, the object of the 
/'scathing sting of a woman's tongue sought to avenge iu- 
'' suit by shooting down the woman she was told had slan- 


dered her. Now the woman who relayed the gossip back to 
the bride attempts to justify her act by disclaiming 
responsibility for the outcome and loftily asserting that 
"any other woman would have done the "same," and that 
somebody else would have told it if she had not. It is not 
often the murder is the result of the industrious peddling 


. 
of gossip instead of attempting to still it. Generally its 
evils are confined to bitter heartaches, wrecked friend- 
ships and perhaps lifelong enmities. It is difficult to sec 


• wherein those Avho repeat gossip are less guilty than those 
. who utter it originally. The evil said of one is harmful 


only when one justifies its truth; by actions, and deserved 
vindication is certain to come to those falsely accused 
without the interposition of those who conceive it a duty 
to harass the victim with its slimy details instead of dis- 
daining to be a party to, further dissemination of slander 
when no good purpose can be served by its repetition.

charge that they have been doing a systematic job of steal- 
ing coal and marketing it about the city to "regular cus- 
tomers. Their cases have been certified to the juvenile 
court, which is best qualified to handle them. But now

It is only when one attempts to express his candid 


opinion of a proceeding like the marriage of big Jack 
Johnson, the negro pugilist, to a poor, deluded white girl 
whose infatuation amounts to near dementia, that there 
comes a realization of the utter inadequacy of the English 
language to properly rise to the occasion.

as a civil statute, and'there is no neces- 
sity for the much discussed' proposed 
amendment, 
particularizing 
unlawful 


practices in restraint of trade; according 
to George W. Wickershara, attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, in his annual 
report submitted to congress today. 
'On the other hand, however, the 'at- 
torney general does not pass judgment 
upon the efficacy of the anti-trust. act 
as a criminal'statute. He merely says: 


"The experience of the last-year in 


endeavoring to enforce criminal" liabil- 
ity under the Sherman law has not been 
encouraging." The attorney general de- 
fends the commerce court, the abolition 
of which was attempted at the lost ses- 
sion of congress. .- A return to the old

Coffee Trust Salt 


The suit against the'"coffee trust" or 


the Brazilian valorization scheme, the 
operations of which, the attorney gen- 
eral, says, has resulted in- more than 
doubling the retail price- of coffee to the 
American- consumer and thereby laying 
a heavy tax upon "him, has developed 
what the attorney general • regards as a 
defect in the still operative section of 
the Wilson tariff law dealing with com- 
binations. Pointing to the fact that the 
government was unable to secure a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the ex- 
portation, of 920,000'bags of coffee, said 
to.be stored in New York 'city under the 
valorization scheme, the attorney gen- 
eral ' recommends the enactment" of an 
amendment to the Wilson law, author- 
izing the seizure by the government in 
the state of' entry of merchandise im- 
ported for the-purposes of unlawful com- 
bination. At present such commodities 
must be in the course of interstate trans- 
portation to justify seizure.

Would Givo Power to Review. 


..As a .result of th« decision of the su- 
preme court holding that the commerce 
court has no power .to review so called 
"negative" orders of the interstate com- 
merce commission, the attorney general 
recommends that the law be amended 
so that the commerce court will have 
jurisdiction to review all errors of law 
in respect to orders of the commission 
which deny relief to shippers or others, 
just as the court now has pow»r to re- 
view orders granting relief. The prac- 
tical result of the present situation, he 
adds, is that relief against errors of law 
by the commission is limited to the rail- 
roads and denied to the shippers. 


In connection with the suit against 


the Lehigh Valley . Railroad company 
under the commodities clause of the in- 
terstate commerce act, because of its al- 
leged ownership and transportation of

Evils Talks About 


Suffrage. 


HAS 
EXCITING LIFE 


New York,- Dec. 6.—"Suffrage has been 


grossly misrepresented and ridiculed. It 
means nothing more than woman is 
just as intelligent as man." 


This 
utterance 
came 
from 
Mary 


Louisa 
Chamberlain, the girl investi- 


gator, who donned coarse clothes and 
worked for eight cents an hour through 
long stretches of hot summer days in 
various canning factories of the state 
thot she might better understand con- 
ditions under which that industry em- 
ploys women and children. 


"Of course I believe in suffrage," con- 


tinued Miss Chamberlain. "It is abso- 
lutely essential for the welfare of our 
sex. With the ballot woman, like man, 
could aid in the betterment of human- 
ity. 


"The vote is a -weapon in disguise. 


It is true our grandmothers did not need 
the vote, for the husbands protected 
the home with a gun, and the relation 
of a home in those colonial days was 
but an isolated unit. But in this day 
there are two forces for protection—or- 
ganization and legislation. 
And with- 


out the vote, where are they? 


"It is ridiculous even to suggest that 


a real, sincere suffragette forgets the 
ties that bind her to the home. She 
knows, and always will, her- duties to 
her husband and children. In fact, she 
is related to man in everything he eats 
and wears." 


Miss Chamberlain is an ardent work- 


er; and though her efforts have been 
confined during the last twelve months 
to social betterment work,'her opinions 
are diversified. "There is nothing rock- 
bound in what one should do," she says. 
"Do what you like, but do it well. Do 
manual labor if you like it. It'won't 
hurt you." 
_Miss Chamberlain's aid to the-New 
York state factory investigating com- 
mittee has been invaluable. The story 
of her actual experiences which she 
told before that body, of which Senator 
Robert F. Wagner is the chairman, is 
expected to go a long way toward bring- 
ing about the enactment of more strin- 
gent laws governing the employment of 
women and children and the hours ttiev 
may work. 


AVhen asked a|s to her future plans 


after the completion of her present work 
she laughingly replied that she was no 
prophet. "I still'have, considerable work 
to do for the commission, and I never 
plan ahead until I complete a set task," 
she declared.

SPEND MUCH 
MONEY 


Bangor, Me., Dec. 5.—With the Maine 


shooting season neuring its end, the 
moose season-closing November 30 and 
that for deer December 15, estimates of 
the results of the campaign against big 
game are now available. 
There have 


been brought to Bangor thus far about 
2,500 deer, 60 moose and 48 bears, and 
in the entire state shipments by rail 
aggregate close to 7,000 deer, 125 moose 


and 100 bears. With ordinary' weather 
and sportsmen's luck the remaining days 
of the season should increase these fig- 
ures to 8,000 deer, 150 moose and 125 
bears. Enough deer are killed and con- 
sumed locally to bring the total of that 
game up to about 12,000, but the trans- 
portation figures for moose and bears 
very nearly represent the-entire number 
of those species killed, as most of this

To get 8,000 deer costs .the sportsmen, 


it is estimated, about $50 each, -which 
would make a total of $400,000; for the 
150 moose on allowance of $200 each ii 
usually made, or '$30,000 for the total, 
so that, counting in the bean, which 
must cost their slayers $50 each, 'the 
cost of the grand hunt in Maine this 
fall is not far from $450,000. 


But there is always another cost, that
